NEW YORK. June 9.—The report 
from Washington that Richard Parr, 
special agent of the customs depart­ 
ment will receive only $100,000 for 
his work in unearthing the mammoth 
sugar trust frauds, has met with con­ 
siderable resentment among Parr s 
friends here who declare that be­ 
tween $1,000,000 
and 
$2,000,000 
would be nearer a fair reward for 
Parr. 
The government, they say, recov­ 
ered several millilon dollars as the 
result of Parr’s expose, in addition 
to overthrowing a fraudulent system 
and thereby saving itself untold mil­ 
lions of dollars in the years to come. 
$100,000 Not Enough 
Parr will go to Washington next 
week to talk the matter over with 
Secretary of the Treasury MacVeagh, 
who is finally 
to 
determine the 
amount Parr can be paid and that 
MacVeagh is inclined to be liberal. 
Parr’s 
friends 
declare 
$100,000 
would not show liberality. Parr him­ 
self positively 
declined to discuss 
the amount of the reward though he 
expressed great satisfectlon over the 
ruling of Attorney General Wicker- 
sham that he alone was entitled to 
whatever reward is to be paid. 
A former government official who 
had much to do with the work done 
by Parr, told the United Press today 
the inside story of Parr’s discovery, 
the circumstances of which hither­ 
to have been closely guarded.

“ Don’t swim like an old woman.’ 
shouted Prof. G. Ii. Corsan to some 
of the boys In the swimming pool at 
(the Y. M. C. A. yesterday afternoon 
when they used the short stroke, so 
! commonly used by swimmers. “ Now 
try this turoke.” continued the pro- 
* fessor, showing them how to paddle 
the same as with an oar. and in a 
few minutes the little fellows were 
able to throw away the “ wings ' and 
swim like a fish. 
“It is so easy that many grown 
persons who have never been able to 
swim wonder why they could not 
hav* learned it before.” said the 
professor to a Tribune man. “ I once 
went to Brooklyn, where I had a 
class of old women, who had grown 
gray without ever learning to swim. 
It was surprising to see how quickly 
they learned the stroke and how soon 
they were able to swim like an old 
timer. 
The trouble with many swim­ 
mers and the reason many so-called 
good swimmers are drowned, is be­ 
cause they never 
learn to breath 
properly. 
The 
idea Is to breath 
through the mouth and not through 
the nose. In one-fifth of a second 
the lungs may 
be 
filled with air 
through the mouth, whereby breath­ 


ing through the nose is a slow- pro­ 
cess. My system is very simple. It 
Is simply a shoulder motion, turning 
the head upwards with each stroke 
and breathing through the mouth.” 
One of the features of Professor 
Corsan's instructions is ’the methods 
used in breaking away from the grasp 
of a drow-ning person, resuscitation 
and the care of a person after being 
resuscitated. He shows half a dozen 
different ways to break away from a 
drowning person and demonstrated 
the different grasps that may be em­ 
ployed. He shows how *to restore a 
person by the Schafer method, which 
has proven successful after having 
been in the water for twenty-five 
minutes. After the heart begins to 
beat and the patient has been re­ 
stored to his senses hot applications 
should be placed upon the pit of the 
stomach and hot drinks, either hot 
ginger tea or hot brandy should be 
given. Then wrap in hot dry blankets 
and sometimes in three or four hours 
the recovery is complete, although 
of.en three or four days are requir­ 
ed. The process is very painful and 
weakens the victim sometimes for 
several days afterward.
